Leo, F.C.S. 



Oliver Goldsmith’ (1728-1774), was born ill a parsonage in County 
Ltingford, Ireland, where he learned the conditions of Irish rural life. His 
father, a Protestant minister, and weU-tp-do relatives sent him to Trinity 
College, Dublin. Though at first undecided about his profession, he finally 
chose medicine, but at the age of twenty-three, he began writing. At his 
death, at the age of 46, he was one of England’s best known writers and a 
favorite member of Johnson’s Club.

As a man, Goldsmith displayed high ideals of honor. He chose to live 
in a garget rather than to. accept politically tainted money offered him on 
onr occasion. His honesty was rewarded when soon after, he sold his play, 
“The Good-Natured Man”. He then moved to more suitable quarters. 



Although Boswell, who disliked Goldsmith, pictures him as a simple- 
ton, he. was no fool. He was lazy, inconsistent, diffident, and extremely 
careless, in handling money. On the other hand, he had an alert mind, 
considejable education, a generous heart and a gentleness and sweetness of 
disposition which made his friends love him.
